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Notice to Ratepayers 


In accordance with the terms of The 
Municipal Hospitals Act, petitions 
Were received by the Minister of 
Health at Edmonton, asking for the 
creation of «a Municipal Hospital Dis- 
trict including the territory described 
below. 

Complying with these petitions, the 
Minister of Health established the 
Municipal Hospital District on June 
16th, 1925, Following the establish- 
ment of the District the Municipal 
Councils in the said District, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the Act, 
duly appointed a Hospital Board to 
prepare a scheme for the building and 
operating of « Hospital in the said 
district. ~ 

The Hospital Board met and prepar- 
ed the scheme outlined below. This 
scheme is now, under the direction of 
the Minister of Health, to be adver- 
tised throughout the said District for 
a period of fourteen days, following 
which, providing all other conditions 
haye been complied with, the scheme 
will finally be approved and a date 
fixed not exceeding thirty days from 
the date of such approval, upon which 
the ratepayers of the said District will 
be called upon tc vote for the adoption 
or rejection of the said scheme. The 
territory included in the Hospital 
District is as follows:
